Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation from above: 

(1) Applicants discussed the rejection under 35 USC § 112 first paragraph (Scope of Enablement of the Invention). 
Applicants may consider amending the scope of the diseases which are presently claimed and may consider providing 
additional results to support the enablement of the compounds disclosed in Example 10 of the Specification. The 
Examiner, in turn, will reconsider all the claimed compounds that meet all the criteria for patentability. 

(2) Applicants also discussed the art rejection under 35 USC § 103(a) and pointed out that the Declaration under 37 
CFR 1 .132 of record provided evidences and reasons why the claimed compound 3-methoxy-PREG is erroneous 
disclosure in the prior art. However, the Examiner pointed out that both prior art Chopp et al. and Stein et al. are 
published patent and patent application that are available to the public; therefore, all the disclosed compounds, 
including 3-methoxy-PREG as instantly claimed, in these two prior art are presumed to be valid. Although the claimed 
3-methoxy-PREG and the progestins disclosed in the prior art may undergo different biological pathways in a patient; 
they all achieve the same effects for protecting the central nervous system as described in the prior art and the instant 
specification. 

(3) In order to amend the scope of the instant method, Applicants requested the Examiner to consider withdrawing 
the election of species (dated on 02/21/2008). The examiner agreed and the withdrawal of the election of species will 
be addressed in the next office action. 

(4) In summary, Applicants will respond to the office action, pointing out the deficiencies in the rejections consistent 
with the oral arguments made at the interview. Applicants also will consider amending the scope of the claims. 

(5) The examiner, in turn, will perform a de novo search of the claimed invention and will also consider all arguments 
presented in Applicants' response..
